where the city and county governments 
arc joined, makes it possible to make 
such a regulation, and a fear that with- 
out the support of all the teachers such 
a plan could not be carried out to a suc- 
cessful conclusion spreading among the 
teachers, caused a stampede of eighty- 
three teachers, who withdrew, and with 
them some S5081 of the funds of the in- 


It is contended, however, by the friends 
of the scheme that these teachers did not 
look forward to the time when Oakland 
is bound to have a city and county 'gov- 
ernment of its own, and that although 
consolidation with Alameda and Berk-

The most startling development, in the 


case of John Schneider and George Biak- 
er.'^. now in the .County .Jail accused of 
assaulting and robbing Thomas Cook Sat- 
urday night, was the finding of a $10 gold 
piece. In .Schneider's .mattress this morn- 
ing by the Matron, Mrs. "White. 
,In cleaning out the cell and turning the 
mattress and making her usual inspection 
of .the cell the money fell out of a silt 
In the cloth out on to the. cement floor. 


As the shiny coin rolled away, followed 


by -the eyes of the matron and Schneider, 
he 'seemed to feel the effect of this mute 
evidence and became sullen and denied 
that It belonged to him. 


^.She also found a purse tucked away 
by the side of his bed which he also says 
:does not belong ot him. 
While this circumstance In Itself is not 
very strong, it is another, among many, 
tending to Inextricably involve him as 
one of the assailants of Cock and doubt- 
less result in his being charged with his 
murder, for the news from the bedside of 
the injured man this morning is that he 
is slowly but surely dying as the result 
of the terrible

The question of the money is an Im- 
portant part of the case against both 
Schneider and Blaker and the coin now 
found may have been one that he snatch- 
ed from the pockets of Cook as he lay 
stilled by the budgeon's blows in the 
shadows of Fruitvale avenue. 


- Both boys are known to have been 
without money before the commission of 
the crime while the day afterwards they 
had plenty to spend. . 


On the night when they were taken in- 
to custody Blaker had about $15 in his 
possession, while only about S3 was found 
on Schneider. They were both thorough- 
ly, searched before being put in their 
cells, but it is now thought that Schneider 
must have secreted this coin in his shoes assailants.were. 


and taklns it from there placed It in the 
mattress. 
Another point n'ow being investigated 
with a view-to more surely bring home 
the crime to''Schneider and Blaker, is 
that of. the implement used in chopping 
the pipe with which 
Cook's assailants 
armed themselves. 
Evidently a piece of pipe about ;forty 
inches in length was secured and .then 
chopped and hacked and finally broken in 
two in the middle making two pieces of 
about twenty inches long and these were 
found wrapped 
with 
cloth 
and 
blood 
stained near the scene of the crime. The 
two pieces fit together perfectly showing 
that they are of one piece. 
But it IS~ln the hacks themselves that 
it is thought evidence lies that will 
-con- 
nect Schneider with the pipe. 
In his 
room was found a gningler*s hatchet. • In 
fact there were two found there, but as 
he is a shingler by occupation there 
would be nothing unusual in this. 
One of the hatchets, however, was old 
and nicked and a comparison of the edge 
of the hatchet with the irregularities In 
the bottom of the hack in the pipe shows 
that they correspond and fit together and 
as he missing camel's tooth left tufts...'of 
grass where he was grazing by which 
he could be traced, so where the sharp 
edge of the hatchet was broken5 it failed 
to cut leaving- an impress of the irregu- 
larity moulded in the metal. 
Sheriff Frank Barnet and his deputies 
are untiring in their efforts to solve the 
mystery and are running 
down 
every 
clue with the hope that something may 
be discovered that will satisfy them be-" 
yond all doubt as to the perpetrators of 
the outrage. •

yesterday on the subject of corruption 
in business and public life, which, he 
declares, must 
be 
cured by publicity 


through the press. 


'Corporation corruption Is a fixed evil 


that we must reckon with just as long 
as the present condition of society exists 
in 
this " country," 
said the Cardinal. 


Whenever there is an amalgamation of 


great capital, or a large collection of 
men interested ' in 
one money-making 


concern, there is sure to be corruption. 
It is not' a :new .story. ' It is a story as 
old as the world's history. 
The only 


reason that it comes so much to the 
fore at present is that the methods of 
its detection are; daily growing stronger, 
Corruption has always existed, and, I 
am much afraid, ) will exist as long as 
human .nature yields to. the. attributes 
that lead to temptation. 
The bright spot is the fact that the 


degradation is made -: known. Corruption 
cannot exist nowadays 
• without being 


discovered after a while. 
The greater 


the evil the greater the1 .possibility of 
remedy., And that possibility of remedy 
has now, become ..such an • assured fact 
that -it counterbalances, almost, the evil 
which the present, condition of 'money 
made necessary creates.

.The .fear, .the. dread, of exposure is 


the -counterbalancing ''element," arid that 
fear, tliat; dread, that horror • of having 


name once .respected dragged down 


is- due to the efforts of the , metropolitan 
press.

.It may not be good theology, it may 


not be good ethics, but it is certainly 
very good .common sense, and a very 
good moral element -that the -fear, the 
dread of exposure in' the public press 
keeps many a man. sticking close to the 
path of 'rectitude who otherwise, would

graft, .

"T/liere is nothing," the Cardinal con- 


tinued, "which a man .prizes more than 
his reputation, and the only, way . to ef- 
fectually upset a man's reputation is to 
expose him in the public press.

Some- 
times it happens that the defect is shown 
in a-n exaggerated : form, • but as .a rule 
the public exposures of public men are 
public benefactions. .

"The shattering of idols, popular Idols^ 


has of late become a. thing of almost 
daily occurrence. . It is a., sad thing to 
contemplate, but it is an inevitable con- 
dition. 


• "The great troutole-maker in this coun- 
try is money. Americans are not misers, 
thank God. Otherwise /we would be in 
a .most deplorable condition. When, great 
fortunes are made they are '^almost as 
rapidly expended, arid the constant c 
culation of money,, the keeping going of 
these great accumulations of wealth, is 
one of the hopeful- signs of the future. 


"In the .United-. States. ,it is not the 


love b£ 'money itself that Is the' .root 
of all evil. 
The 
.fact*. of ,. possessing 


money and having .the ; opportunity to 
spend it brings with, it untold inclina- 
tions toward vice . and immoral and un- 
lawful .; extravagance."

A Literary Fiasquerader 


It is evident that some white man is writing the English editorials 


in the Chinese Free Press of San Francisco. They: bear internal evi- 
dence of being the work of so*e American writer who is more desirous 
of whacking the administration than he is of righting 
the 
alleged 


wrongs the Chinese in this country complain of. The idioms, mental 
processes and manner of statement all prove this. The standpoint also 
is purely American. China is viewed objectively, and the Chinese ap- 
pear entirely disassociated from the writer. All this would be. different 
'if the writer were a Chinese dealing with the exclusion act and the boy- 
cott on American goods from a Chinese standpoint. Note this para- 
graph from a recent editorial, for instance: 


"The President discounts the integrity of the Consuls of his own 


appointment, and declares that every subordinate official may dis- 
•pute the genuineness of every certificate such Consuls may have en- 
dorsed. 
The grafters in the United States service are quick to take 


advantage of this Presidential blunder, and the old wrongs, 'extor- 
tions, and insults are perpetuated. When Mr. Roosevelt's attention 
was lately called, to this error of judgment by Mr. Samuel Gompers, 
chief officer of labor organizations, he coolly dismissed the matter by 
announcing that he would 'let it run for six months to see how it 
would work'—showing a woeful lack of confidence in his own states- 
manship. The obstacles, still exist to a faithful and true administra- 
tion of the exclusion law as applied to the exempt class. The .Chinese 
merchants see in the President's double-meaning promises only a 
ceaseless repitition of the indignities heretofore heaped upon them; 
and having learned also that the threat of declining further traide with 
America has at last called attention to 'these outrages, they purpose 
to prosecute the boycott until just and equitable relief shall be ob- 
tained. They have the right to expect and exact gentlemanly treat- 
ment from gentlemen, and if this is not accorded them they must 
perforce decline further intercourse." 


This is not the language or the thought of any Chinaman. It 


was writen by a white man for American readers. 
It is not unlikely 


that it is the work of some man who is hammering the President in 
some other publication for being too friendly to the Chinese. Observe 
that a wholesale attack is made on Federal officials for grafting, and 
that the President is accused of knowingly protecting grafters in office. 
Secretary Bonaparte is quoted in an irrelevant manner to give a color 
to the grafting charge, and a fling is taken at Secretary Metcalf. 


We have been giving the English editorials in the Free Press 


considerable attention, and have become thoroughly convinced that 
they are not an expression of Chinese opinion or are to be regarded 
as in any way indicative of Chinese sentiment. Their intent, how- 
ever ,is evident. The object is to break down the exclusion laws, 
an object in which certain interests in this country are far more 
concerned than the Chinese. If the pigtail were stripped off this 
bogus Chinaman he would probably be revealed as a well-known lit- 
erary 'emissary of the interests in question. 


The Balfour ministry is discredited in«the House of Commons, 


but it appears .that there is no cohesion among the opposition. The 
government will not appeal to the country unless ousted by a direct 
vote of no confidence, and this the various elements, which is one 
feature of the ministerial policy, cannot be got together to give. Many 
members of the present Parliament heartily disapprove of Balfour's 
methods and his tentative policies, but they are still more afraid of a 
radical Liberal administration; and, unless all signs are at fault, a 
dissolution at this time would mean the return of a decisive Liberal 
majority. The Liberals are by no means united, and a Liberal gov- 
ernment could not exist without the goodwill and co-operation of the 
Irish Nationalists. While the Liberals and Nationalists have been 
drawn together more closely than they have been since Gladstone's 
retirement, the defeat of the bill giving increased representation to 
Scotland and Wales at the expense of Ireland is likely to cause fric- 
tion. 
Scotland and Wales are Liberal strongholds, and hence the 


Tory-Unionists may be able to make political capital out of the recent 
vote in Parliament. 


"Men who refuse to become rich show sound judgment," says

The Duty of the Council. 


Tonight the Park and Boulevard Committee of the Council will 


consider the proposed ordinance appropriating $50,000 for dredging 
Lake Merritt that the marsh below the Twelfth street dam may be 
filled and reclaimed for park purposes, 


It is to be hoped that the committee will report the measure 


favorably, so that the Council can act promptly and work be com- 
menced at an early; date. In this case procrastination is likely 10 
prove fatal to the project. As Horace Greeley said about the re- 
sumption of specie payment, the way to improve is to improve. The 
way to begin is to begin. The time to begin is now. Excuses can 
always be found for delay, but delays have thus far proved the death 
of every municipal enterprise undertaken. 


The present condition of the marsh is not only an eye-sore to the 


city, but it is a standing indictment of the gcjod faith of the munici- 
pality. Some years ago a number of citizens raised $5,000 by sub- 
scription 
with 
which the marsh was purchased and presented 


to the city on the express condition that it be improved for a 
public park. The city has never fulfilled its part of the contract, but 
lets the property thus remain an unsanitary, public nuisance. 
It is beyond the power of private enterprise to reclaim the marsh, 
hence it is up to the city to do it, both as a measure of public im- 
provement sadly needed and universally desired and as a redemption 
of a solemn pledge. 


The property is a valuable one, and its improvement will stim- 


ulate and promote other public and private improvements in the vic- 
inity of the Jake. 
Contingent upon it of course is the dredging of the 


lake, which is also necessary from a sanitary and public adornment 
point of view. Thus in redeeming the good faith of the city, a double 
improvement of the first magnitude will be inaugurated. The most 
unsightly spot in Oakland will be reclaimed arid transformed :nto a 
place of beauty. 


The city can spare the money out of the revenues for this year. 


A careful examination of the fiscal resources of the municipality and 
the probable demands upon them proves this beyond peradventure. 
The increased revenue from property tax and licenses alone will more 
than furnish the $50,000, and-this year the city v.ill be called on to 
meet certain extraordinary expenses made necessary "last year by the 
regular municipal election, the two bond elections and the erection 
of a new engine house at a cost of $12,000. These extraordinary ex- 
penses aggregated more than $40,000. It is. idle,.therefore, to con- 
tend that the city cannot Spare $50,000 at this time for dredging Lake 
Merritt.and reclaiming the marsh below the lake. The money can- 
not be spared, however, if the project is delayed till the surplus rev- 
•>nue is frittered away on other small enterprises of more or less 
doubtful utility. 


Let the Council go boldly forward with this scheme of public 


' improvement, and it will have the sympathetic backing of the entire 
;ity. The ordinance should be promptly passed that work mav be in- 
lugurated without a day's unnecessary delay.

Mrs. Gilman has not earned distinction as a mother, although she 


has changed hifsbands.. Perhaps it is not" amiss to remind her that 
"amateur mothers" have bred the human race thus fax, nor has'it been 
demonstrated that non-child-bearing feminine agitators are the per- 
sons best qualified to give advice respecting the rearing and education 
of children. Women of the type of Mrs. Gilman are the greatest 
protagonists of race suicide. They do not breed themselves and they 
do all they can to discourage other women from enduring maternity 
She wants babies taken from young mothers and reared by some- 
body else with more "experience."

Mrs. Ingraham's answer to her hus- 
band's suit, in which she states that 
both the ante-nuptial contract and the 
bond were obtained by fraud, and, in 
fact, that she was induced to divorce 
her first husband, Reginald .Henshaw 
Ward, by her present husband through 
him playing upon her superstitions. 


Mrs. Ingraham alleges that after her 


separation from Ward, Ingraham in- 
duced her by various devices, such as 
fortune-telling, chrystal bails, magic

generous to the wife who divorced 
him, and voluntarily settled upon her, 
without let or hindrance, an income of 
57,500 a year for life.

POINTS IN THE DECISION REN 


DERED BY SACRAMENTO 


COURT. 


The oDinion on the constable and jus- 


tice case In the Third District Court of 
Appeal contains the following: 


Section 5 of Article XT of the Consti- 


tution requires the 
compensation of 


Supervisors, Sheriffs,. Clerks, District: At- 
torneys and -township and municipal of- 
fleers to be regulated. In proportion to 
duties, and for that purpose counties are 
to be classifled 
by population. The 
Legislature, by Section 25, Article IV. is 
forbidden to pass special laws affecting 
fees or salary and in other.cases where 
a general law can.be made applicable. 


By the County Governloier.t Act various 


methods are prescribed for ascertaining 
township population according to classi- 
fication of counties. In some cases the 
Federal census is the standard; In others 
the Supervisors ascertain the population 
total, and so on. 
• 
. 
• 
It follows that this legislation is special 


and local, an attempt to. regulate county 
and township business in a .manner for- 
bidden, by the Constitution. There Is no 
reason why a -general' law cannot, be 
made applicable. 
• • v 
There is no Intrinsic,. natural/or, consti- 
tutional distinction on which: to base a 
special provision for determining the 
population of each class of counties. • 
There is no reason why'the population 
of all townships should no t'.&e measured 
by the same standard. There; is .no rea- 
son why different yardsticks-should -be 
adopted in different classes of counties 
when used for the same'identical PUTT 
-PCNapa Is In the twenty-seventh class, 
and the only one in it, and there Is no 
natural, Intrinsic, or even fanciful reason 
for applying to .its townshlps^a special 
measure. 
The provision of tne act Is 
therefore unconstitutional, because it is 
local and special and lacks uniformity of 
application. 
• The Legislature may classify town- 
ships by population to regulate compen- 
sation of township officers, 
but that 
power must be exercised within consti- 
tutional limits and In conformity with 
the rule that township as well as county 
officers must be regulated " In propor- 
tion to duties." • Classification must not 
be arbitrary within the classification of 
counties. 
, - 
If the method of the 
Constitution 
commands shall be ' used in. measuring 
the duties and fixing the proportionate 
compensation «( 
county officers. 
is 
adopted for measuring the duties and 
fixing the proportionate 
compensation 
for township officers, 
It follows that 
when population and, hence duties, are 
eaual,. the compensation must be the 
same ; to satisfy- constitutional require- 
min this case, in no two instances of 
like population Is-the salary -the same, 
when coiritarlson Is . tnade,-with -salaries 
in other townships of other counties. 
iFor Instance, a Justice In Riverside 
county. In a township having 900 -people, 
would receive S5, and -In some otter 
counties *J5. assuming that in a group 
of eighteen counties there to' In each a 
township of 3000 to 5000 population, and 
the actual salaries in the eighteen coun- 
ties betas' ascertained by the statute. 
In the same comparison a Justice in an 
Alameda township of 15,000 people would 
receive but *75., . . . 
. ,. 
The whole scheme Is obnoxious to the 
spirit and Ietter~of-the Constitution. 
Suppose the counties had been classi- 
fied By name, its validity -would, by eyen 
the -sophist, be conceded- But resort to 
the subterfuge pf'speclficatlon by class 
instead of name does not mend mat- 
ters, for It creates a distinction without 
a difference. 
Imagination cannot furnish » reason 


why the services of a Jn!l*10t.Jn,J?De 
county is more or less valnakle 'than 
those of a. brother Justice to-a township 
of the same population elsewhere. 
Judge. Mclaughlin wrote t&e opinion 
and the judgment below is affirmed. 
It may be added that in both Araador 
and Fresno counties the question in- 
volved came before the courts and the 
classification Jaw was held to he consti- 
tutional. 
Both cases 
went- to the 
Supreme Court and. the judgments .were 
affirmed. Tbe Nap*, case above is .un- 
derstood to have raised question* not 
brought ua in the earlier case*. Hie 
Napa court practically 
reversed iJUw 
Supreme Court and the Court of Appeal 
sustains that reversal. The case -will 
wobably KO to Che Supfleaie Court.' 
The decision. wbSfi ft repeatedly refer* 
to county classification. Is not :to be 
taken M^tedlciWnr .thatth* court 


derstood that such classification stands 
upon a different basis, and that what die 
court strikes down is the entry of a sub- 
classineatlon wlthUythat of countie*.

Hldden's alleg«d efforts to un-1 
aermine n«r pastor's standing were the 
preparation of charges by fellow moin-'' 
bers two months ago, together with a 
petition asking for a trial 
The charges 
and petition were presented to liev. Mr, 
Elliott, who delayed action through a 
desire to bridge over the trouble without, 
publicity.

The trial lasted aJL 
day ^ye?terday, the verdict being ren- 
dered last night.
